LOOKING IN T O DETAILS 


A n g l o - O e r t n a n 
A g r e e m e n t W il l 
H a v e a 
S e a r c h i n g I n v e .t I g k t io n . - 
Washington, Oct. 22. — Before ' the 
United States gives its adherence to tho 
Anglo-German agreement the adminis­ 
tration authorities propone to learn it* 
exact meaning. 
The belief is not con­ 
cealed that the agreement is the most 
significant of recent developments in 
regard to China. 
While the administration is highly 
gratified with the first two articles of 
the convention reiterating as they do 
declarations which have been the key 
note of Secretary Hay’s policy from the 
outset of the trouble, the third article 
is regarded with suspicion which is the 
more intense because of Germany’s 
previous aggressive policy 
and 
the 
action of Great Britain in 
lauding 
troops at Shanghai. 
This article specifically declares that 
the two contracting parties reserve to 
themselves the right to oome to a pre­ 
liminary understanding the eventual 
step to be taken for the protection of 
their own interests in China. 
Before the president will give assent 
to any of the provision* of the instru­ 
ment he will ascertain the purport and 
•cope of the third article. 
Prior to the 
publication of this agreement the belief 
existed in diplomatic circles that an 
understanding regarding China existed 
between Russia and Germany. 
This i* 
now dispelled. 
It is plain that the one 
power Germany and Groat dlritaiu had 
in view in making the agreement was 
Russia. 
In diplomatic circles it i* 
thought not unlikely that Russia will 
adhere to the agreement and she will in 
all likelihood live up to it strictly, in or­ 
der not to give either Germany or Great 
Britain a pretext for breaking it. 
The 
United States can of course be depended 
upon not to make auy move to obtain 
territory, and Japan has repeatedly as­ 
serted that she would not seek Chinese 
territory unless nations 
so. 
Italy 
and Austria, bowing to the Will of Ger­ 
many, will give early adherence to tho 
agreement. 
Notwithstanding the doubts about the 
real attitude of Germany and Great 
Britain it is believed here that tile 
course of the United States will have an 
important bearing upon the fato of Chi­ 
na. 
As the attitude of American gov­ 
ernment is identical with that of the 
czar the United States and Russia to­ 
gether will exert a powerful influence in 
preserving tho territorial integrity of 
China. 
There continues to be consider­ 
able comment in favor of arbitration of 
the entire Chinese question. 
In Chinese 
diplomatic circles in particular the sug­ 
gestion is looked npon as presenting the 
most satisfactory method of effecting a 
solution yet advanced. 
It is believed that in the negotiations 
to begin this week in Pekin there will 
be sharp differences of opinion, some ir­ 
reconcilable, and should these seem ir­ 
reconcilable the 
administration will 
strongly favor arbitration. 
But among 
some diplomats the question is asked, 
would it not be better to avoid the loss 
of time involved in negotiations which 
will probably be fruitless, by referring 
the whole matter to arbitration, which 
must give the results the whole world 
will be bound to accept.

The Allium-*- W a. Made Because Other. 
W e r e K n o w n to Kxilt. 
London, Oct. 22 —There is much dis­ 
cussion of the Anglo-German agreement, 
but there are few fresh details. 
While 
Russia aud France were acting with the 
other powers, it was known that they 
yvofo in alliance writh ouch other under 
secret conditions aud would support 
each other. 
It is now equally clear that 
Germany and England while anxious to 
cooperate with the other powers, are 
also in alliance with each other for defi­ 
nite ends. 
“ Magnificent isolation,” was a phrase 
which appealed strongly to 
British 
pride. 
The new dual alliance is well 
received by the press because the prin­ 
ciples upon which it is based are warmly 
approved and because also the obliga­ 
tions and liabilities imposed by the third 
article are vaguely understood. 
But 
there is an instinctive recoil among 
Englishmen against permanent coali­ 
tions with continental powers, useful 
and honorable as this one may be in the 
present emergency, the moral support 
of the principles of this alliance from 
the state department is expected with 
confidence, but the American govern­ 
m ent’s freedom of action anil independ­ 


e n c e of all entangling alliances will be 
respected certainly in England, possibly 
even envied. 
Foreign opinion on the agreement is, sg 
far as is known, favorable on the whole. 
It is difficult to gauge tho exact view ol 
the Russain foreign office, and no word 
has yet come from Japan, but it is ahum 
dandy clear that Austria approves ol 
the new dual alliance. 


P l e a s e d W ith th e Agreement. 
Berlin, Oct. 22.—The German Associa 
tion at Shanghai telegraphed to Count 
von Buelow, the imperial chancellor, 
warm satisfaction with the Anglo-Ger­ 
man agreement.
